VOTE ON 22 MAY 


V OTERS are being urged 
to head to the polls on 22 
May to have their say on 
who runs Hackney. 

The elections will decide who is 
the Mayor of Hackney, as well as 
the 57 councillors who represent 
the borough’s 21 wards, and 
London’s eight Members of the 
European Parliament (MEPs). 

Candidates from political 
parties and independents will all 
be campaigning hard to secure 
residents votes before the polls 


close on Thursday, 22 May. 

Tim Shields, Returning Officer 
for the elections, said: “These 
elections are an opportunity 
for residents to show what matters 
to them and choose people who 
will represent them and the 
borough. It’s important that 
people use their voice and have 
their say on who will run Hackney 
for the next four years.” 

Polling stations open across 
the borough at 7am and close 
at 10pm to give everyone a 


chance to cast their vote. 

Five candidates are vying to 
become Mayor of Hackney, 
while 241 are in the running to be 
selected as a councillor. 

Hackney’s Mayor and ward 
councillors are selected every four 
years, and will serve new areas 
after boundaries were redrawn last 
year. Some wards will only have 
two councillors, rather than the 
traditional three, to ensure a more 
even representation for members 
in large and small wards. 


This year, the local elections 
also coincide with voting to select 
the capital’s MEPs, meaning 
residents will get to cast a total of 
three ballots.

OUNCILS are 
one step closer to 
being given greater 
planning control 
over applications to open 
betting shops. 

On 30 April the 
Government announced 
it would consult this 
summer on proposals 
to give local authorities 
more power to control the 
number of betting shops 
opening in their area. 

Hackney Council, along 
with other local authorities, 
called on the Government to 
give it the tools to tackle the 
number of bookies opening 
on its high streets. There are 
currently 65 betting shops 
open in Hackney, including 
eight in Mare Street alone. 


The Council has lobbied 
successive governments over 
the past seven years to give 
councils and their residents 
a greater say on applications 
for betting shops. The 
proposal requested that 
bookies be given their own 
planning classification, as 
with nightclubs and casinos. 

A Council spokesperson 
said: “We will now look 
into the detail of these 
proposals. If, as 
it appears, they 
could deliver the 
meaningful change 
to planning law 
which we’ve been 
campaigning for, 
we will push for 
any new legislation 


to be brought in as soon 
as possible. Such changes 
cannot come soon enough 
and it’s crucial that councils 
remain united during the 
consultation process as we 
should be in no doubt the 
powerful gambling lobby 
will do its best to water 
down these proposals. 

“For too many years 
councils have been 
powerless to stop betting 
shops taking over their 
high streets, much to the 
frustration of our residents. 
Our campaigning has never 
been about banning betting 
shops. We acknowledge 
responsible and well-run 
businesses have a right to 
trade, but what we need is 


the ability to strike the right 
balance for our high streets, 
something our residents tell 
us they want.” 

Under existing 
guidelines betting shops 
are classed as A2 - 
financial and professional 
services - meaning 
they can open without 
planning permission in 
premises which previously 
housed a similar venture, 
like an estate agent or bank. 

Planning rules also state 
an A2 class business can 
open without permission 
in existing A3, A4 and 
A5 premises, expanding 
the field to include pubs, 
restaurants, cafes and hot 
food takeaways.

Hackney’s vast array of popular street markets offer 
shoppers a huge variety of goods, from fresh food 
to vintage clothes. Each market has a distinctive 
atmosphere, from Ridley Road’s international flavour, to 
chic Broadway Market, and Hoxton Street’s traditional 
outlook. 

Broadway Market: This is a thriving Saturday market 
with great food stalls. It has a large range of fine meats 
and cheeses, designer clothing, organic fairtrade 
products, health goods and crafts. 

Chatsworth Road Market: This Sunday market sells 
various items including cooked food, vintage clothing, 
home items, baby clothing, in-season fruit and vegetables 
and unique pieces of jewellery. 

Hoxton Street Market: A Saturday market selling foods, 
fashion, footwear and household goods. 

Kingsland Waste Market: A Saturday market selling 
household items, ornaments, hardware, tools and 
clothes. 

Ridley Road Market: Open Monday to Saturday, 
shoppers can choose from a range of foods from Asia, 
Africa, the Caribbean and the Mediterranean, as well as 
buy the latest ladies fashion wear. 

Stoke Newington Farmers’ Market: A Saturday market 
that sells food directly from small sustainable farmers and 
growers.

Rebecca said: “I 
may have retired from 
professional swimming 
but I will always love 
being in the water, and a 
challenge like SwimBritain 
is brilliant as it’s really 
inclusive - not just for 
professional swimmers. 


“Swimming offers a full 
range of health and fitness 
benefits so the more people 
we can encourage to swim 
regularly, the better. It’s a 
full body workout without 
any stress on the joints.” 

She added: “A gentle 
half-hour swim can burn 
up to 200 calories, so I’d 
love to see as many people 
as possible joining in and 
giving SwimBritain a go.”

RUNNERS are being 
encouraged to sign up 
to the free Run Hackney 


5 km race, which is set to 
take place on 21 June.

of this shorter route. 

The free five kilometre 
run - which is just 
over three miles - is an 
opportunity for runners 
to get involved who are 
looking to take their 
first steps into organised 
running events. 

The 5k will use the 


same race start location 
in Hackney Marshes as 
the Run Hackney half 
marathon. 

Kim Wright, the 
Council’s Corporate 
Director for Health and 
Community Services, said: 
“This is a really important 
part of Run Hackney - we 
want as many people as 
possible to get involved and 


this is a great opportunity 
to give running a go. If 
you don’t feel ready for 
the half marathon, this is 
your chance to set yourself 
a challenge and enjoy all 
the fun and atmosphere of 
Run Hackney at a more 
comfortable distance.” 

Run Hackney 5k is open 
to all abilities, although 
children aged 16 or under 


must be accompanied 
by an adult. Entries will 
be allocated on a first- 
come-first-served basis, 
and entries are open for a 
limited time only. 

Limited places are also 
still available for the half 
marathon. Standard entries 
will close on 27 May.

Remember to check the details of your polling station 


EVERY ward in Hackney 
has changed for this year’s 
elections, which will take 
place on 22 May, following 
a review by the Local 
Government Boundary 
Commission for England. 

Hackney will continue 
to be represented by 57 
councillors, but there are 
now 21 wards in total with 1 5 


wards represented by three 
councillors and six wards 
represented by two councillors. 

Residents must check 
the yellow ballot paper to 
find out how many councillors 
are representing their ward. 

Due to the new ward 
boundaries (pictured), many 
polling stations have also 
changed, which means it’s 


extremely important for 
residents to check the details 
and addresses of their polling 
station before heading out to 
vote. The polling stations are 
identified by a four letter code 
beginning HS or HN on each 
polling card.

O N 22 May residents 
will go to the 
polls to elect the 
borough’s Mayor 
and councillors, as well as 
the Members of European 
Parliament (MEPs) who 
represent London. 

The Mayor and 
councillors make decisions 
about many of the things 
that people care about in 
their local area, from street 
cleaning and youth centres, 
to housing and parks. 

This is a chance for 
residents to make a 
difference to where they 
live, and choose someone 
to represent them and the 
issues they are concerned 
about. Local elections only 
come round every four 
years in Hackney and every 
council seat is up for election 
this month, as well as the 
role of Mayor. 

Hackney is one of four 
London boroughs to have a 
directly elected Mayor, who, 
alongside their Cabinet, has 
the most powerful decision 
making role in the Council. 

The five mayoral 
candidates standing for 
election this year are Mischa 



Borris (Green), Simon de 
Deney (Liberal Democrats), 
Linda Kelly (Conservatives), 
Mustafa Korel (Putting 
Hackney First) and Jules 
Pipe (Labour). 

Hackney’s Mayor and 
ward councillors will serve 
new areas after boundaries 
were redrawn last year. 

People who 
registered to 
vote before 6 
May should 
receive a 
polling card 
through the 
post, telling 
them which 
polling 
station to 
attend on 
election day. 


Residents can only vote at 
the polling station listed on 
their card, unless they have 
a postal vote which they 
want to deliver in person. 
Many polling stations and 
wards have changed this 
year following a review 
carried out by the Boundary 
Commission, which means

The polling stations will 
be open from 7am to 10pm 
and postal votes must also 
be delivered either in person 
or by mail by 10pm, when 
the polls close. 

Results are expected to be 
announced for the local and 
Hackney mayoral elections 
on 23 May, with the 
European elections results 
announced across London 
on 25 May. They will also 
be published in the next 
issue of Hackney Today. 

All residents should have 
received a booklet with the 
details of all five mayoral 
candidates standing in the 
22 May elections (pictured 
inset). Details of all 241 
candidates standing in the 
council wards are available 
from the reception at 
Hackney Town Hall, or 
from the website below.

How to vote 


HERE’S a brief guide for residents on how to complete 
the three different ballot papers for each election. They 
are colour coded for easy identification and will display 
different candidates names and ways of voting. 


BALLOT PAPER 
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Hackney 

Mayoral 


THERE are five candidates 
for Mayor of Hackney, 
each of their names and 
political parties will be listed 
alphabetically on a peach- 
coloured ballot paper. 

There are two columns on 
this form. In the first column 
residents should mark an 
‘X’ next to their preferred 

candidate. In the second column, mark an ‘X’ next to their 
second choice (if they have one). If a candidate receives half 
of all the votes, they are automatically elected. 

However, if there is no outright winner, the two candidates 
with the most votes go through to a second round and the 
others are eliminated. The person with the most first and 
second preference votes combined will then be elected. 
Votes will be counted on 23 May. 


BALLOT PAPER 
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Councillors 

EACH ward will be 
represented by either 
two or three councillors, 
depending on its size. 

Residents must check this 
yellow ballot paper to find 
out how many times they 
can vote in their area. 

Candidates names and 
parties will be listed 
alphabetically. 

Residents should mark 

an ‘X’ next to each of their choices, and take care not to 
vote too many times, as this may result in their ballot paper 
not being counted. The candidates with the most votes are 
elected as councillors. Votes will be counted on 23 May. 

European Parliament 
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BALLOT PAPER 
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RESIDENTS can only 
vote once on this white 
ballot paper. 

Candidates are 
organised by party 
name. Residents should 
mark an ‘X’ next to their 
preferred party. Eight 
MEPs will be elected to 
represent the capital 
based on their party’s 
share of the overall vote 
in London. Votes will be 
counted on 25 May.

H istory plays 

an important 
part in Hector 
Proud’s life. His 
bar/restaurant/gallery, 

The Proud Archivist, 
holds an eclectic mix of 
old artistic, musical and 
photographical artefacts, 
as well as modern pieces. 

The idea for the venue 
was influenced by the 
incursion of coffee houses 
in London in the late 1600s, 
which became places where 
people could meet and 
exchange ideas. 

Hector says: “Most of our 
institutions - such as The 
Stock Exchange, The Royal 
Society of the Arts, and 
Lloyds of London - were 
based out of this movement. 
“They became a place 
for people who wanted 
to further themselves and 
find out about things. Isaac 
Newton turned up at a 
coffee house with a dolphin 
over his shoulder, slammed 
it down and dissected it to 
prove a theory.” 

The Proud Archivist has 
been open for six months 
and, although there are no 
dolphins being dissected on 
the tables, the space is alive 
with people soaking up 
information and perusing 
art from exhibitions, which 
hang from the bookcases 
on the mezzanine level. 
Downstairs, people are 
enjoying brunch while 


others gather at the bar. 

The bright, airy space 
overlooks Regents Canal 
in Haggerston, so passing 
canal path users can drop 
in for a coffee and read 
the papers. 

Hector says: “The canal 
is a very lovely dark green 
right now, but around mid- 
May, the algae changes and 
the water suddenly goes 
clear. If you go jogging 
around that time you can 
see all the way 
through, you 
can see all the 
fish.” 

Prior to 
setting up 
The Proud 
Archivist, 

Hector was 
responsible 
for the Idea 
Generation 
Gallery on 
Redchurch Street, 
in Shoreditch. 

The gallery, founded 
in 2006, showcased 
exhibitions from the music 
photographer Mick Rock, 
an installation featuring 
images of red-haired 
people, and a harrowing 


collection of photos from 
five years of the conflict in 
Iraq, among others. 

Since The Proud Archivist 
opened last October, Hector 
has been busy running the 
day-to-day aspects of the 
space. He says: “It takes 
a phenomenal amount of 
effort. Unless you’ve been in 
the industry for a very long 
time, the first six months are 
a period of experimentation 
to make sure everything 
goes well.” 

Hector 
emphasises 
how 

important 
it is for 
staff at the 
Archivist 
to be 
excited 
by the 

programme. 

He explains: 

If people are drawn by 
the subject matter, they are 
going to espouse the same 
sort of passion. We have a 
great team right now.” 

During the interview, 
the staff are busy cooking 
up some Hackney buns 
downstairs. A recent 
‘bun fight’ between the 
Chelsea bun and the 
Hackney bun ended with 
the revival of the lesser- 
known, local bun winning. 

The origin of the Hackney 
bun comes from William 
Joseph Tuck, who owned 
a bakery in the vicinity, 
and where the name ‘tuck 
shop’ derives from. Hector 
hopes to revive the Hackney 
bun into the mainstream, 
which is like the Chelsea 


bun but covered in a boozy 
Guinness glaze. 

So why did Hector choose 
to move to the borough? 

He says: “It strikes me that 
Hackney has a very large 
and eclectic mix. I think if 
there were more boroughs 
like Hackney in London, 
then the capital would be a 
better place. 

“The breadth of people 
here, the culture, the mix of 
industry, the nationalities. . . 


it’s exciting. 

“I moved here in 2003 
and I fell in with a really 
lovely crowd of people 


who grew up here. It was 
the locality and the local 
community that has made 
me stay.”

Q: I am getting a new mattress so will need to get rid 
of my old one. Is there a way of getting it recycled? 



A: Yes, the Council will collect it for free and send it to be 
recycled. Last month it collected over 400 mattresses, 
which saved over 1 2 tonnes from going into landfill. The 
mattresses are taken apart and different materials like 
metal springs, cotton and 
l foam are sent to recycling 
plants and reprocessed 
so they can be 
used to make 
new products.

H ACKNEY’S first 
energy co-op has 
been formed by 
residents on the 
Banister House estate in 
Homerton who are keen 
to benefit from internships 
and work experience as 
well as a community fund. 

The Council has provided 
funding for the project, 
Hackney Energy, which 
has been founded in 
conjunction with energy 
firm, Repowering London. 

The next step will be 
to open the share offer 
to the residents that will 
pay for the installation of 
the panels. Once installed 
the panels will deliver a 
financial return to the estate 
community fund and the 
share holders. 

Door knocking and 
community engagement on 


the Banister House estate 
showed that 85 per cent of 
the residents support the 
installation of community- 
owned solar panels on their 
estate. The remaining 15 
per cent were interested in 
the project. 

Ann Canaii, Chair 
of the Banister Tenants 
Association, said: “I’ve 
lived on this estate for 
seven years and I’m excited 
about having our own 
solar energy cooperative 
at Banister House. I hope 
it will make a difference to 
our community.” 

Currently 15 young 


people from the Banister 
House Estate are working 
in Repowering London’s 
25 week paid internship 
programme. 

Young people joining the 
programme will learn about 
the financial, technical, 
media, legal and structural 
elements of a renewable 
energy cooperative. 

They will then gain 
training in energy efficiency 
and draught busting, after 
which they will gain work 
experience installing solar 
panels with professional 
contractors. 

Ian Lewis, Assistant 


Chief Executive of Hackney 
Council, said: “The survey 
work carried out by 
Repowering London and 
Hackney Energy shows 
the support that local 
communities have for 
this type of innovative 
project and the opportunity 
that it presents.” 

Aisha Fortunato, 17, 
added: “This project is 
important because it is 
taking our money back 
from the big companies 
and giving it back to our 
communities.”

Car club scheme bays are bolstered with the borough’s first electric vehicle 


RESIDENTS can now hire 
an environmentally friendly 
electric car in Hackney, 
following the launch of the 
borough’s first electric car 
club vehicle. 

The new electric car 
club bay adds to the 104 
Hackney bays already 
operated by Zipcar and 
City Car Club. 


The Vauxhall Ampera 
uses the electric vehicle 
charging point in Bentley 
Road car park near 
Dalston Junction to 
charge. The car runs 
for 25 to 50 miles on 
electricity, allowing trips 
to be completed without 
creating any tailpipe 
emissions. 


If it runs out of charge, 
the petrol engine can be 
turned on, enabling it to 
be used at all times, and 
reducing concerns from 
drivers about the car 
running out of power.

Orchard Primary schoolchildren learn to code 


HACKNEY children 
as young as three are 
learning computer coding 
ahead of changes in the 
national curriculum being 
introduced in September. 

Orchard Primary 
School, E9, has been 
using a prototype of a 
programming interface 
and robot kit called Primo, 
which lets children guide 


the robot by using wooden 
instruction blocks. 

This allows youngsters to 
learn basic programming 
and algorithms centred 
around play, storytelling 
and exploration. 

The children become 
familiar with the process 
of following instructions 
and it is hoped they learn 
the logical foundations 


necessary for more 
complex programming as 
they grow older. 

Primo CEO Filippo 
Yacob said: “Considering 
three and four-year-olds 
are only starting to read 
and write at that age, you 
can’t put small children 
in front of a screen 
and ask them to learn 
programming if they don’t 


understand the basic logic 
behind the subject. That’s 
why Primo uses simple, 
colourful wooden blocks 
to teach the basics of 
computer literacy.” 

Changes to the national 
curriculum are set to 
encourage pupils to 
actively create their own 
programmes, not just use 
existing IT applications. 


News in brief 


School choices at 90 per cent 

NEARLY 90 per cent of children have been offered a 
place at one of their top three preferences for primary 
schools in Hackney. 

Offer letters have been sent to families of children who 
are due to start primary school this September. A total of 
2,879 applications were received from families who live 
in Hackney, with a further 399 from outside the borough. 
Of those, 89.9 per cent have been offered a place at one 
of their top three schools, and 78 per cent - 2,253 - will 
be going to their parents’ first choice. 

Those who applied late, or have not yet been offered one 
of their preferences, can still accept one of the remaining 
places through a second round of offers. 
Tricia Okoruwa, Education Director at 
Hackney Learning Trust, said: “This 
is always an anxious time for 
parents so I’m pleased that we’ve 
1 1 been able to offer so many a 
place at one of their top 
preference schools.” 


Literacy charity seeks recruits 

BEANSTALK, a literacy charity that supports youngsters 
who have fallen behind with reading, is urgently 
recruiting volunteers to help kids in Hackney. 

Children can struggle with reading and need one-to-one 
support for many reasons, such as poor eyesight, 
a lack of support at home, or not having English as a 
first language. 

Beanstalk is currently working with 1 4 schools in the 
borough to deliver reading support sessions. It has 
a number of places for volunteers to assist children for 
at least one year. The helper would sit with the child, 
using a variety of different books and games to engage 
with them, and build their self-esteem. 

Each volunteer would need to be in 
school twice a week for 90 minutes, 
working with three pupils in that 
time, for half an hour each.

Youth forum meets tap legend 

MEMBERS of Hackney Youth Forum witnessed a virtuoso 
performance from the surviving half of the legendary tap 
dancing duo The Clark Brothers. 

Steve Clark, 89, met with young people at Hackney Empire 
on 30 April as part of the ‘Living Legends’ project, which 
was created to spotlight the contribution of black variety 
performance artists in the UK. 

The project, funded by Heritage Lottery, was created 
by Leon Robinson of Positive Steps and supported by 
Hackney Empire’s Artist Development Programme along 
with several high-profile partners. 

Steve and his brother Jimmy, cousins of 1 960’s 
entertainer Sammy Davis Jr, came to the UK from America 
after the Second World War on the advice of Frank Sinatra. 
The Youth Forum had the opportunity to view a selection 
of the Clark Brothers’ archive 
tap dancing footage and 
watched as Steve performed an 
impromptu piano performance. 

Steve said: “My main objective 
is to leave a legacy for the next 
generation. It is all about the 
profession, regardless of who 
you are, but more importantly 
leaving something kids can 
relate to.”

HIV hospital reopens 


Young first-time mothers to 
receive NHS support system 

A NEW NHS service providing support to young first-time 
mothers and their partners will launch in Hackney and the 
City of London this month. 

The Family Nurse Partnership (FNP) service supports 
young families by providing them with one-to-one support 
and advice from pregnancy up until their child turns two 
years old. The programme is provided by specially trained 
nurses who visit the family in their own home. 

The service, provided by Whittington Health, is recognised 
to improve a child’s health and to provide valuable support 
to parents. The nurses work together with families and 
cover areas such as preparing for a new baby, looking 
after a baby, health, relationships, and education. 
Gwendolyn Bluck, FNP supervisor, said: “We are pleased 
to be offering this new service which will provide support 
to young mums and their families. 

“By working together in partnership with young families, 
we are able to give babies the very best start in life.” 

The national programme targets young families who 
most need the support. Women must be aged 1 9 and 
under, less than 28 weeks pregnant and live in Hackney 
or the City of London.

T HE newly expanded 
Mildmay HIV 
Hospital, E2, is set 
to open next month, 
150 years after Mildmay 
first provided services and 
care during the cholera 
epidemic in the slums of 
London in 1866. 

Mildmay Hospital is 
currently Europe’s only 
specialist care centre for 
people with HIV-related 
brain injuries. People who 
have a late HIV diagnosis 
are at greater risk of HIV 
affecting the brain. Many 
patients arrive at Mildmay 
unable to walk, speak or 
even hold their heads up. 

Within a few weeks of 
intervention, 82 per cent of 
patients are often able to 
walk out of Mildmay and 
return to live independently 
at home. 

The new hospital has 
increased capacity of 10 
more inpatient beds and 
greater space for expanded 
day services. The combined 
effort of a team of nurses, 
doctors and therapists 
provides each patient 
with a personally tailored 
care programme. 


Dr Ross White, chief 
executive of Mildmay, says: 
“When we first opened our 
doors and took in the first 
patients, we were a hospice. 
There was no effective 
treatment for HIV, so we 
did what we could to make 
people feel comfortable, 
with palliative care. We’ve 
come out of the hospice 
movement now due to 
effective new treatments.” 

Mildmay first opened in 
1866, in London’s worst 


slum, the Old Nichol. A 
cholera outbreak killed 
5,600 people in the 
crowded, impoverished 
area. Two deaconesses, 
from St Jude’s Church in 
Newington Green, went to 
look after those affected by 
the outbreak. 

It was a novel 
intervention, as many 
people avoided going 
into the slums for fear of 
catching disease. 

It was not until 1988 


that Mildmay made the 
transition into caring for 
people with HIV and Aids. 

Dr White says: “In the 
early ’80s, people didn’t 
understand the illness 
and the fear factor was 
enormous. People were 
really frightened - to the 
point we had bricks thrown 
through our windows.” 

Princess Diana helped to 
alleviate some of the stigma 
associated with Aids; she 
visited the hospital on two 
official visits, but also on 17 
unofficial visits. On one of 
the official visits, she was 
photographed holding the 
hand of one of the patients. 

People who receive early 
treatment for HIV can 
expect to live as long as 
anyone else, and less than 
one per cent of babies born 
to pregnant women living 
with HIV will have the 
infection passed on to them.

Homerton A&E ‘outstanding’ 
for clinicians and patients 

HOMERTON hospital’s accident and emergency (A&E) 
department has been rated ‘outstanding’ by the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC), following a visit earlier in 
the year. 

It is one of the highest scores the CQC - the independent 
regulator of all health and social care services in England 
- has given any hospital or department in the country. 
Homerton hospital as a whole was rated ‘good’ by the 
team of 40 inspectors consisting of clinicians and trained 
members of the public. 

The hospital was inspected over a 1 0 day period after 
being chosen alongside 1 8 other acute hospital trusts. 

The report says: “Staff felt valued and enjoyed working in 
the hospital, and patients felt cared for and had faith in the 
staff looking after them.” 

Tracey Fletcher, chief executive of Homerton University 
Hospital NHS Foundation Trust, said: “We are delighted 
with the outcome of this process and how it reflects on 
services across the Trust. 

“The recognition of the services provided by our A&E team 
and its achievement in being one of the first departments 
to be rated as ‘outstanding’, is particularly pleasing.”

A lexander 

Percy Dyall was a 
young man who 
lived in Knightland 
Road, Upper Clapton, 
with his parents and 
younger sister. He would 
have been 16 years old 
when the First World War 
broke out in 1914. A few 
years after the outbreak 
of war, Alexander signed 
up with the Honourable 
Artillery Company (HAC). 

He sent his first letter to 
his mother on 6 April 1916 
from an HAC training 
camp in Blackheath. 

He said: “I am having a 
splendid time down here 
with plenty of hard work 
(5.30 in the morning) 
especially polishing; 
the food is very good so 
you need not send any 
more cakes and stuff yet 
except malted milk tablets 
(Hor licks) which I can 
find plenty of room for.” 


He also talks about a 
“bath parade. . .when 
we marched with towel 
and soap to Blackheath 
Football Ground, two 
miles there two back, 
where you can get hot 
and cold shower baths 
you all jump about like 
apes.” It was only over 
a year later that he left 
for France arriving at Le 
Havre in June 1917. 

His first few letters are 
from the base camp in 
Le Havre, before he was 
assigned to his battalion. 

He talked about the 
weather, asked his parents 
to send French money, 
Harrison’s Pomade (anti- 
lice treatment) and a 
replacement watch with 
special characters painted 
on that will glow in the 
dark. There are frequent 
references to his cousins 
Fred and Alf and other 
friends of his who are also 
fighting in France. 

He writes home to his 
father, mother and sister 
every few days. Each 
letter is marked with 
the day on which it was 
received, showing that 
they only took a few 
days to arrive at their 
destination. They provide 
a fascinating insight into 
Alexander’s day-to-day life 
in France, with very little 
reference to the war or 
guns and fighting. 

The letters are part of 
a collection of over 30 
letters and postcards that 
Alexander sent home to his 
family. They were donated 
to Hackney Archives, along 
with other family papers 
and photographs, by a 
descendant of the family 
in 1999. It is a curiously 
one-sided conversation 
as, for the most part, 
the letters that his 








family sent to him, have 
not survived. This is not, 
as might be suspected, 
because they were lost in 
the chaos of the battlefield, 
but rather because 
Alexander only kept the 
letters he hadn’t replied to. 

Reading through the 
letters, you can find 
yourself drawn into the 
rhythm of this strange 
existence where the right 
kind of socks and food 
that travels well (apples, 
dates and dripping; not 
eggs) are the things that 
are really important. Just 
occasionally you get a 
glimpse of the underlying 
tension when Alexander 
stresses: “I cannot state 
were I am stationed.” 

One of the most heart- 
breaking letters in the 
collection is a letter written 
to Alexander by his father 
on 24 October 1917. It is in 
an envelope with the words 
‘Missing 09/10/17’ written 
on the outside. Subsequent 
letters from the War Office 
and the British Red Cross 
confirm that Alexander 
was posted as missing, 
presumed dead in fighting

on the Passchendaele Ridge 
on 9 October 1917. He is 
now commemorated on 
the Tyne Cot Memorial 
to the missing in Flanders, 
Belgium, along with 
thousands of other soldiers 


whose bodies were never 
recovered. 

All these letters plus 
other family papers and 
photographs are available 
to view at Hackney 
Archives. Alexander Dyall 


is also one of the soldiers 
who features in Hackney 
Museum’s exhibition, 
‘Writing Home - Letters to 
Hackney during the First 
World War’, which is open 
until 30 August.
